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Big brands on their way 
in town centre revamp 


Starbucks and Peacocks set to open up in ‘major boost’ for the area’s economy

STARBUCKS and a host of 
other shops and cafes are being 
welcomed back to Harlow. 

Addington Capital has 
unveiled the new-look Marks & 
Spencer unit in the town’s Har¬ 
vey Centre, which is set to open 
before Christmas. 

Along with American coffee 
chain Starbucks, clothes retail¬ 
er Peacocks will be returning to 
Harlow, while local businesses 
Papa’s Cafe and Gym’s Kitchen 
will be given the chance to grow 
in new premises. 

Redevelopment 

The redevelopment will also 
incorporate a 30,000 square foot 
gym. 

Alex Wagstaff, partner and 
head of retail at Addington Cap¬ 
ital, said: “This has been a 
major refurbishment - taking a 
prominent town centre build¬ 
ing that was totally dated and 
unfit for purpose to create mod¬ 
ern space attractive to ten¬ 
ants.” 

And the move has been 
described as a “major boost” to 
the town’s economy by Coun¬ 
cillor Tony Durcan, who is 
responsible for regeneration in 
the town. 

A Cineworld cinema will 
also be opening at the 
Harvey Centre before Christ¬ 
mas as part of the area’s reju¬ 
venation.

Consultant fees 
queried by MP 

Politician calls for inquiry after CQC finding

CONCERNS have been raised over 
money spent on management con¬ 
sultancies by regional NHS trusts in the 
wake of Princess Alexandra Hospital 
being placed in special measures. 

Robert Halfon, the MP for Harlow, 
pointed to £1.6million paid to two com¬ 
panies by “regional NHS bodies”. 

Last week the hospital, on Hamstel 
Road, Harlow, was rated “inadequate” 
by the Care Quality Commission 
(CQC). 

And Mr Halfon called for an inquiry 
into how much money has been spent 
on consultants and why. 

“I have real concerns about the 
money spent by regional NHS bodies on 
consultancy,” he said. 

“Many hundreds of thousands have 
been spent on management consult¬ 
ants, with Elmillion going to PwC and 
over £600,000 to Boston Consulting 
Group alone. 

“I am not clear why this much money 
needs to be spent when the work could 
have been achieved by NHS officials and 
by speaking to the hardworking doctors 
and nurses in our hospitals who best 
understand the problems they are 
facing and what their patients need. 

“We need an urgent inquiry into how 


much money has been spent on these 
management consultancies and why.” 

Mr Halfon also pointed the finger at 
NHS England for failing to provide 
adequate support to the hospital. 

He said: “I am also not happy with the 
support the independent health body, 
NHS England, has offered to Princess 
Alexandra Hospital. 

“Not only did they fine Harlow Hos¬ 
pital £1.8million earlier this year while 
it was already struggling, but not one 
senior NHS England official has visited 
Harlow Hospital since the arrival of 
their current chief executive over two 
years ago.” 

Bosses 

Hospital bosses insisted the site 
remains safe, despite the CQC’s con¬ 
clusion, pointing out that serious incid¬ 
ents have halved in a year. 

A spokeswoman said: “Some patients, 
in particular some of our frail elderly 
patients who require complex care, are 
at risk of spending more than four 
hours in the emergency department. 

“This is not acceptable to us or our 
patients. One reason is that the hospital 
is almost always working at full capa¬ 
city, which means that the ability to 
transfer patients who require an in¬ 
patient stay can be delayed. 

“We have one of the lowest bed to ED 


attendance ratios in England - in short 
our hospital is too small for the 
demands placed upon it.” 

A detailed action plan will be pro¬ 
duced by bosses to help address the 
issues raised. 

A spokesman for NHS Improvement 
said: “We have just placed the trust in 
special measures and dramatically 
increased the amount of support it gets 
in order to bring about rapid and sus¬ 
tained improvement. 

“Patients rightly expect high-quality 
services, and we will work closely with 
the trust to make sure that urgent 
improvements are made.” 

A spokesman from NHS England 
said: “We will continue to work with 
NHS Improvement and the local health 
system to support Princess Alexandra 
Hospital NHS Trust to make the neces¬ 
sary improvements to its services.” 

■ Last week, the Star reported the Care 
Quality Commission (CQC) had found 
Phil Morley, the chief executive of the 
Princess Alexandra Hospital NHS 
Trust, responsible for its failings. In 
fact, while the report raised concerns 
about leadership at the hospital, 
Mr Morley was not named as respons¬ 
ible for the trust’s “inadequate” rating.

Sharp rise 
in serious 
calls made 
to helpline 

THE NSPCC Helpline has 
reported a sharp rise in calls in 
the county serious enough to be 
referred to external agencies. 

Over the past year in Essex, 
there has been 916 cases passed 
on to authorities such as the 
police - a 39 per cent increase on 
2012/13. 

Concerns raised by those who 
have contacted the helpline 
range from cases of sexual abuse 
to child behaviour and child 
slavery. 

The majority of referrals in 
Essex have been related to child 
negligence, with cases in this 
category up by 51 per cent. 

Physical abuse of a child has 
also risen by 21 per cent in the 
county. 

New figures from the helpline 
reveal that 33,333 calls have been 
referred over the past year 
across the country, totalling 
almost 100 every day. 

CEO Peter Wanless said: 
“These figures reveal a nation 
that is more alive to the issues of 
child-abuse following recent 
high-profile scandals and the 
ongoing investigation into non- 
recent child-abuse. 

“They have become 
increasingly concerned and 
aware of the tell-tale signs of 
abuse and neglect in children 
and our helpline is an invaluable 
service for people worried about 
the safety of a young person. 

“But when people are worried, 
and feel they need to speak to 
someone, they can be reassured 
they will be listened to and taken 
seriously.”

Man knifed 
in buttock 
by robbers 

A MAN was stabbed in the 
buttock after two men wearing 
Halloween masks demanded his 
phone. 

The victim, in his 20s, was 
walking along the cycle path 
between Kingsland and Third 
Avenue, Harlow, with his 
girlfriend at around 4.30pm on 
Wednesday, October 19. 

Two masked men, armed with 
a knife, approached them and 
demanded the victim hand 
over his phone, but he refused 
and was stabbed in the 
buttock. 

He was taken to hospital for 
treatment for a minor injury. 

Essex Police is appealing for 
witnesses after the attempted 
robbery. 

The first suspect is described 
as white, 6ft tall, of slim build 
and wearing a zombie Halloween 
mask, a grey and blue Adidas 
hoody and dark jeans. 

The second suspect is 
described as mixed race, of slim 
build, 6ft tall, and wearing a 
Frankenstein Halloween mask, a 
black Nike jacket and black Nike 
jogging bottoms. 

They were seen running off 
towards Third Avenue. Anyone 
with any information is asked to 
call Detective Constable James 
Smith at Harlow Police Station 
on 101. Crimestoppers can also

Charitable trust needs £20k to 


ensure it can stay at premises 


Foodbank launches 
fundraising appeal

AS WELL as vital food donations, 
Harlow Foodbank needs financial sup¬ 
port to continue operating in its 
Matching Tye warehouse. 

The service, which is operated loc¬ 
ally by Michael Roberts Charitable 
Trust (MRCT), provides meals to res¬ 
idents who may otherwise go hungry. 

After a 2.5 per cent increase in 
referrals from this time last year, Har¬ 
low Foodbank now provides for an 
average of 226 people a month thanks 
to residents donating long-life 
products at drop-off points. 

But Gary Knott, director of com¬ 
munity services at MRCT, said £20,000 
is needed to ensure the foodbank can 
continue operating in its perfectly 
suited Harlow home. 

“We are asking the community to 
get behind us. They are wonderful 
with food donations, but people don’t 
always appreciate it costs us money to 
operate,” he said. 

Adapted 

“We have been in the Matching Tye 
warehouse since February. It has been 
excellent, the volunteers have adapted 
to it very well. We have two floors and 
5,000 square foot of space. 

“Before we were in Lok’nStore and 
other venues, and we had to keep 
moving it round, but now it is all there 
for us to use.” 

Since opening in 2009, Harlow Food- 
bank has fed 18,716 people with emer¬ 
gency food and has formed links with 
schools to offer breakfast clubs. 

There is no deadline for the £20,000 
to be raised, but Mr Knott is hoping to 
have the funds by the end of the year. It 
will pay for rent, utility costs and 
business rates. 


MRCT, based in Wych Elm, Harlow, 
also controls Harlow Bounty Club, 
which delivers fresh food that would 
have otherwise gone to waste. 

Mr Knott continued: “We are used to 
working really hard to raising funds 
in different ways. We are looking for 
sponsorship from companies, too. 


“We are seeing a steady increase of 
referrals. From what we can see, it 
looks like we are going to see a slight 
increase in 2016 from last year, but it is 
so unpredictable.

The 
full slate of businesses is com¬ 
pleted by Nationwide, Papa’s 
Cafe, F Hinds and Gym’s Kit¬ 
chens. 

Major 

Alex Wagstaff, partner and 
head of retail at Addington Cap¬ 
ital, said: “This has been a major 
refurbishment - taking a prom¬ 
inent town centre building that 
was totally dated and unfit for 
purpose to create modern space 
attractive to tenants. 

“The take up of the units show 
there is great demand for retail 
space within the town centre, 
provided we meet the modern

“We are delighted with the suc¬ 
cess of the project and look for¬ 
ward to the new units opening in 
line with the new Cineworld 
cinema, which is also due to in 
December. 

“With all the new arrivals, we 
are expecting a very busy Christ¬ 
mas at the Harvey Shopping 
centre.” 

The company acquired the 
three-storey building from M&S 
in August last year and has 
extensively redeveloped it. 

All the new tenants will be open 
for Christmas 2016 with the excep¬ 
tion of Nationwide, which will 
open in the New Year. 

Councillor Tony Durcan, Har¬ 


low Council’s Cabinet member for 
enterprise, said the move was a 
“welcome boost” to the town 
centre. 

He welcomed Peacocks and 
Starbucks back to Harlow and 
lauded the opportunity the devel¬ 
opment provided to local busi¬ 
nesses Papa’s Cafe and Gym’s 
Kitchen. 

He added: “I know shoppers 
want to see a wide variety of 
choice and more big name shops. 

“However, the town centre is 
changing and we are seeing a shift 
in it being more than just a shop¬ 
ping centre but also a place for 
leisure, for eating and for social¬ 
ising. 

“This redevelopment shows 
that private building owners are 
investing in the town centre to 
attract and keep businesses here 
and to support smaller local busi¬ 
nesses to flourish.” 

This is the latest development 
at the Harvey Centre, Harlow, 
which Addington acquired in a 
joint venture in March 2011 as 
part of the Sapphire Shopping 
Centre Retail portfolio.

A FATHER is still waiting for 
answers about a fire that killed 
his wife and their five children 
four years ago. 

Abdul Shakoor was the only 
survivor of a blaze in Barn Mead, 
Harlow, and Essex Police has 
appealed again for help with one 
of its most difficult and challen¬ 
ging investigations. 

Detective Superintendent Rob 
Vinson, of Kent and Essex Serious 
Crime Directorate, said: “Four 
years have passed and we are still 
desperate to find answers for Dr 
Shakoor. 

“He lost his wife and five chil¬ 
dren in this tragedy. We are 
determined to do everything we 
can to bring the person or persons 
responsible for this to justice.

Dr Shakoor leapt from an 
upstairs window and suffered 
severe smoke inhalation, but he 
was unable to save his family. 


His wife, Dr Sabah Usmani, and 
their children, Hira, 12, Sohaib, 
11, Muneeb, nine, Rayyan, six, 
and three-year-old Maheen 
Shakoor died the same day. 


The family came to the UK from 
Pakistan in 2009 and moved to 
their Harlow home in 2011.

POST Office staff will again walk 
out in a dispute over jobs, pen¬ 
sions and closures, with further 
strikes on the cards. 

Harlow Post Office in Stone 
Cross is threatened under plans to 
amalgamate services in WH 
Smith, in Broad Walk, Harlow, 
and employees will take action on 
Monday. 

Communication Workers 
Union is calling on its members in 
Crown post offices nationwide. 
These larger high street units are 
standalone post offices 
threatened with closure. 

Stakes 

Dave Ward, CWU general sec¬ 
retary, said: “The stakes have 
never been higher for the future of 
the Post Office, its workers and 
the communities they serve. 

“The Post Office is at crisis 
point and the management and 
Government need to listen to the 
workforce. 

“Staff and the public are seeing 
little more than a glorified closure 
programme from the Post Office, 
and it cannot survive by simply

cutting costs. 

“We are calling for the Gov¬ 
ernment as the owner of the Post 
Office to step in, halt the cuts and 
work with us to develop a proper 
strategy that will secure the 
future of the service.” 

The dispute affects 3,500 staff 
across the country and follows a 
walkout on September 15, which 
was also supported by trade union 
Unite. 

Mr Ward added that Post Office 
chiefs are unwilling to move on 
any key issues, and CWU is not 
ruling out further action in the 


busy Christmas period. 

A consultation into the Harlow 
branch ends on Wednesday, and 
the proposed move is in February 
next year. 

A move to WH Smith would 
results in longer opening hours 
and the possibility of Sunday trad¬ 
ing. 

This would not affect smaller or 
local post office branches. 

Roger Gale, the general man¬ 
ager of the Post Office Crown Net¬ 
work, said: “We are committed to 
keeping our services on the high 
street, which we know is hugely 
important to people. This propos¬ 
al means we can continue to do 
that into the future.

“Customers will be offered the 
same range of services, with the 
exception of the digital applic¬ 
ation service for the Home Office, 
and Sunday opening.” 

He added: “We have to adapt so 
that we can maintain our pres¬ 
ence on high streets and in the 
heart of communities, which we 
are determined to do.”

23-year-old told she couldn’t have children naturally gets a shock 


MANY HAVE DIFFICULTIES

A WOMAN from Harlow success¬ 
fully conceived her first child 
through IVF after being dia¬ 
gnosed with Polycystic Ovary 
Syndrome. 

At age 23, Kelly Groves and her 
husband, Richard, decided to seek 
medical advice after trying for a 
baby for seven years. 

Mr and Mrs Groves visited the 
Bourn Hall Clinic in Colchester 
where she was diagnosed as hav¬ 
ing PCOS, one of the most 
common conditions affecting 
infertility. 

Following her appointment, 
Mrs Groves, now 30, was advised 
to lose weight to increase her 
chances of pregnancy through 
IVF 

“My diet and lifestyle had to 
change dramatically to get preg¬ 
nant,” she said. 

“I was very lazy with no exer¬ 
cise at all but had to change all 
that because I wanted a baby. 

“Healthy eating and exercise 
helped me to lose about two stone, 
which then helped with my IVF 
being successful.” 

With only one of Mrs Groves’ 
eggs fertilising successfully, she 
was convinced that the treatment 
would fail.

“They tell you to wait two 
weeks before taking a pregnancy 
test but I didn’t, I took one after 
about seven days and it was neg¬ 
ative. I convinced myself it wasn’t 
going to work. 

“Thankfully I was wrong. I took 
another test about four days later 
and this time it was positive! I 
cried my eyes out. Scott, my hus¬ 
band, was ecstatic and he cried 
with me. 

“I then rushed out and bought 
about another ten tests.” 

Following the birth of their son 
Dexter in 2012, Mrs Groves began

to feel unwell three months 
later. I’d only had about one week 
of sickness when I was pregnant 
with Dexter, but the feeling was 
very similar. 

“I bought a pregnancy test, but I 
didn’t really think I could be preg¬ 
nant. After all, I’d been told I 
couldn’t have children natur¬ 
ally.” 

Mrs Groves then found out that 
she was pregnant with her second 
child, Alania Groves, who was 
conceived naturally and born 
three days before Dexter’s first 
birthday.

Local economy 
handicapped 

IT IS at this time of year local 
councils start to construct their 
budgets for the next financial 
year. Most councils do this with 
the intention of promoting the 
best interests of the local people 
and their local economy. Clearly 
there is much that could be done 
in Harlow in pursuit of these 
worthy objectives. 

To illustrate these remarks, I 
offer the following observations. 
Recently, whilst out shopping, 
my wife and I counted at least 20 
empty shops plus various other 
vacant premises in the town 
centre. Despite government 
claims that the national 
economy has largely recovered 
from the banking crisis of 2007/ 

8, this is not evident in Harlow. 
As we are all aware we have 
recently lost two more major 
retail outlets from Broadwalk. It 
would seem that the Harlow 
economy is subject to additional 
prevailing strains over and 
above those that originated from 
the banking crisis. 

For instance, maybe those 
closed/vacant shops reflect the 
fact that some £7million has 
been lost from the local economy 
since 2012. That is approximately 
the amount Harlow Welfare 
Rights & Advice (HWRA) would 
have gained for Harlow people 
on low income had Harlow 
Council not forcibly closed 
HWRA’s Advice Centre premises 
and cancelled their contract in 
2012. This figure includes 
external investments and 
deducts money gained since. In 
addition to this loss, Harlow 
Council spent well over £600,000 
on legal action, business rates 
and various other predictable 
costs rather than accept the 
installment offer made by HWRA 
to settle monies owed. How was 
that in the best interests of 
council taxpayers? 

This council-promoted state of 
affairs has produced the

unsatisfactory result that the 
local economy has been 
handicapped by the loss of 
revenue income, as shown above.

Whilst Harlow Council do not 
support the HWRA, it is

A FORMER Harlow student is 
inspiring youngsters to follow 
their dreams as she prepares to 
work with the world’s top medical 
professionals. 

Maddie Leadon left Burnt Mill 
Academy, in First Avenue, in 2010 
with 12 A* GCSEs and went on to 
Corpus Christi College, in Cam¬ 
bridge, to study medicine. 

The 22-year-old is now five 
years into her six-year course and 
is preparing to take a giant leap 
into her chosen profession.

Encourage 

She said: “My various teachers 
at Burnt Mill helped me to 
achieve my grades. They helped 
me along the way, they knew my 
ambitions and were keen to 
encourage me to work to achieve 
my goal of studying medicine. 

“I remember always being 
embarrassed to say they were my 
dreams as I knew it was such a 
hard thing to achieve and had a 
stereotypical view in my head 
that only grammar school stu¬ 
dents would get in. But Burnt Mill 
never held me back, they always 
said to go for it. 

“Never listen to anyone who 


says you can’t make it. It can be 
difficult sometimes, but as long as 
you put in the hard work and you 
really want to achieve, you abso¬ 
lutely can do it. Don’t let anyone 
tell you otherwise. 

“I have often been asked what 
school I have come from, but I am 
proud of my background.” 

Maddie’s trip abroad next sum¬ 
mer will help her to decide what 
area of medicine to go into when 
her studies finish. 

She said: “I am so excited for 
both trips. They will be com¬ 
pletely different to each other and 
are both once-in-a-lifetime oppor¬ 
tunities. 

“It is going to be absolutely 
brilliant; not just for my future, 
but as an experience. 

“I am hoping the trip will help 
me to decide what path to take 
next. I like the idea of becoming a 
neuro surgeon, but if I really love 
the forensic medicine I may go 
down that route.”

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Residents 
targeted by 
fraudsters 

FRAUDSTERS pretending to be from 
the Nigerian Embassy are targeting 
residents in an inheritance scam. 

Officers are investigating a report 
that a Harlow resident had fallen 
victim to the scheme, and Essex 
Police has released a warning. 

Detective Constable Leo Fordham, 
of Harlow Police Station, said: 

“These criminals are very 
convincing and prey on their 
victims’ trust. 

“I would like to speak to anyone 
who has been contacted in a similar 
way and has transferred money or 
met people claiming to be involved in 
the process for releasing the alleged 
inheritance.” 

Scammers claim a relative has 
died abroad and has left a vast sum 
of money in their will. Victims will 
then be contacted by people claiming 
to be bank or government 
representatives. 

They say this process will take 
several years and ask for payments 
to bypass administrative and tax 
costs. Criminals then take the money 
and can target several people at once. 

DC Fordham added: “Governments 
and large companies do not transfer 
money through individual accounts. 

“If you receive any correspondence 
or phone calls, do not respond to 
them and do not send them any 
money. 

“Never arrange a meeting in 
response to one of these frauds, as 
you will not recover your money and 
you could put yourself in physical 
danger.”

Man accused 
of taking lewd 
upskirt photos 


The suspect claims ‘mistaken identity’

A MAN accused of prowling rail¬ 
way stations to take secret 
“upskirt” photos of women 
allegedly went on to sexually 
attack one of his victims as she 
walked home. 

Marvin Mckenzie, 29, is alleged 
to have taken pictures of four 
other women, one a teenager in 
school uniform, at Stratford 
underground station in London. 

The Harlow woman, now 39, 
was walking from the town’s train 
station on the footpath between 
Fifth Avenue and Newstead Way 
in Harlow at 11.35pm on Thursday, 
March 17, when she was allegedly 
attacked by McKenzie. 

McKenzie denies one count of 
sexual assault and five of out¬ 
raging public decency by point¬ 
ing, or attempting to point, a 
camera beneath a woman’s skirt. 

The first alleged photo and 
assault involved one woman. 

The other later offences 
allegedly took place on April 13, 
within a 25-minute period at 
Stratford. The identity of three 
are unknown but the alleged 


incidents were caught on CCTV 

The Harlow mother, who for 
legal reasons cannot be identi¬ 
fied, told Chelmsford Crown 
Court she was returning home 
unusually late from a works func¬ 
tion in London. 

She continued: “All of a sudden 
there was just somebody on top of 
me, pushing me down and then 
his hand was immediately up my 
skirt and moving around. 

“I didn’t hear him or anything. I 
started screaming and shouting 
‘f*** off’ and going a bit crazy. 

“I was kicking out at him and 
sure I made contact. As I managed 
to turn round he ran off. I just saw 
the back of him. 

“He was extremely well aimed 
and not clumsy so he must have 
been very close to me. 

“I was on the floor and at the 
same time his hand was just 
underneath my skirt and 
grabbing at me.” 

Police drove her around the 
area to see if they could find the 
assailant without success. 

But Prosecutor Karl Volz told 
the jury of seven women and five 
men that CCTV footage revealed 
that McKenzie showed an “undue 


interest” in the woman. 

Mr Voltz continued: “He 
appears to hold his phone quite 
low and do something with it.” 

He said that the footage showed 
McKenzie “milling about, almost 
like he was prowling and looking 
for women to abuse and photo in 
this way”. 

One of the women turned round 
and challenged him. 

Station staff checked CCTV and 
pointed a suspect out to British 
Transport Police. 

When an officer spoke to McK¬ 
enzie two days later he ran off. 
Investigators traced his move¬ 
ments and identity through his 
Oyster travel card and bank card 
he used to top up payments. 

A white Samsung mobile seen 
on CCTV was not found when he 
was arrested in May. 

McKenzie, a dad-of-two, told the 
jury he had not seen anyone else 
on his walk home in Harlow and it 
was a case of mistaken identity. 

He claimed he had twice slipped 
over while waiting at Stratford 
station and had his phone in his 
hand as he was expecting a call 
from friends. 

The trial continues.

cancer got worse. 

“Charlotte died at St Clare Hos¬ 
pice on June 25,2014. She was only 
20 years old. 

“Christmas won’t be the same 
without Charlotte, but we’ll never 
forget that last Christmas at St 
Clare and how special it was for 
our family. 

“We’ll always have those 
memories and I’ll treasure them 
forever.

Passenger complaints to 
company one of highest 

Rail operator has received 49.4 grievances per 100,000 passengers

RAIL operator Greater Anglia is 
near the top of the pile for pas¬ 
senger complaints, according to 
the latest figures. 

The statistics, released last 
week by the Office of Rail and 
Road, revealed the company 
received 49.4 complaints per 
100,000 passengers in one year. 

Users on social media often 
bemoan the frequency of delays 
on the company’s lines from Lon¬ 
don to locations including Che- 
shunt, Hertford East, Harlow and 
Bishop’s Stortford. 

Greater Anglia also received a 
low praise rate - only 1.7 per 
100,000 customers - with the top 
company, Virgin Trains East 
Coast, receiving more than 30. 

A spokesman for the company 
said the transferring of some of 
the franchise’s best-performing 
services to Transport for London 
had an effect. 

He added: “Comparing the cur¬ 
rent franchise area on a like-for- 
like basis, year on year, we saw a 
slight increase in complaints 
which reflected a slight increase 
in service disruption over the 
period covered. 

“A number of our colleagues 
regularly achieve 100 per cent in 
mystery shop surveys and we fre¬ 
quently receive praise via social 
media. 

“We also undertake a number of 
customer service initiatives 
which are popular with our cus¬ 


tomers, such as giving out cup¬ 
cakes, ice creams and drinks at 
stations.” 

He also said the company 
was making it easier for custom¬ 
ers to claim compensation for 
delays and would invest £1.5bil- 
lion on upgrades in the next dec¬ 
ade. 

Under-fire company Govia 
Thameslink, which runs Great 
Northern services going through 
Hertford North, Hitchin and 
Letch worth GC, only received 21.7 
complaints per 100,000 passen¬ 
gers. 

But the franchise only received 
0.2 comments of praise per 100,000 
passengers. The statistics relate 
to the company’s entire network, 
not just services in Hertford¬ 
shire. 

Examples 

A spokesman said: “The 20,000 
examples of praise GTR receives 
each year, which is the same as 
Transport for London, is testi¬ 
mony to the great work so many of 
our individual staff put in to deliv¬ 
er good customer service. 

“The number of complaints 
made is the seventh lowest of 21 
operators and 13 times fewer than 
the highest. But we know we need 
to improve our service and we are 
working hard with Network Rail 
to do just that.” 

Nationally, the company that 
received the highest number of 
complaints - 164.7 per 100,000 - 
was Virgin Trains East Coast, 
although the company runs long¬ 


distance services. 

Responding to the figures, 
Lianna Etkind from Campaign for 
Better Transport said: “It’s not 
surprising that passenger com¬ 
plaints are at record levels. 

“People are rightly angry that 
they are paying some of the 
highest rail fares in Europe for 
trains which are often delayed, 


unreliable or cancelled.” 

She added: “The Government 
needs to commit to a fares freeze 
and automatic compensation for 
everything that Southern passen¬ 
gers have endured. 

“It can’t be right that under 
present arrangements, the onus is 
on the passenger to fill out delay 
repay forms, and that no com¬ 


pensation is available for delays of 
under 30 minutes - even if delays 
have doubled passengers’ journey 
time. 

“We’ve heard promise after 
promise from the Government 
about compensation for delays of 
more than 15 minutes, but they 
have still not set a date for intro¬ 
ducing this.”

ROADWORKS set to bring 
Edinburgh Way to a standstill 
have been pushed back into the 
New Year. 

The improvement works along 
the Harlow A414, where 
temporary traffic signals, speed 
limits and directions will be 
installed, were set to begin this 
month. 

But Essex County Council has 
postponed the works until 


January. 

A spokesman said: “The delay 
comes after additional 
requirements were highlighted. 
We are currently retendering for 
the preliminary works to include 
these requirements. 

“The start of the works will 
now be in the New Year so that 
there is no disruption to traffic 
movements during the busy 
Christmas period. 


“This change will not impact 
on the main work schedule due 
to commence next summer.” 

Initial works will focus on 
utility diversions in the footway 
and verges on the northern side 
of Edinburgh Way, before more 
extensive work begins to create a 
dual carriageway. 

The A414 between Cambridge 
Road, River Way and Station 
Approach will be affected.

Fox and Betjeman come 
together in Sandwiches 


OHN Betjeman will be 
remembered on stage but not in 
an adaption of one of his poems. 
Sand in the Sandwiches travels 
though his London childhood, 
his Oxford University education and into 
his life as Britain’s Poet Laureate. 

For one night only the biographical 
drama will be performed at Harlow 
Playhouse on Tuesday, November 1. 

Edward Fox is Betjeman in the play 
written by Hugh Whitemore. Sand is a 
labour of love for both men in 
remembering the poet but Edward said 
the pair had different ideas at the 
beginning. 

“It was an idea of Hugh Whitemore’s 
and we first began talking about it four 
years ago,” he said. 

“Hugh suggested I play Betjeman but I 
wasn’t convinced. I pointed out that I 
neither looked like Betjeman nor sounded 
like Betjeman. Hugh disagreed with me. 

“He argued that it’s who he was that is 
important and which has to be conveyed. 
We worked on it for a bit and then we did 
a reading for Betjeman’s daughter, 
Candida, and I think that we all felt that it 
had reached a certain stage of being good. 
All the people that I met who had known 
Betjeman said much the same thing.” 

The play opens with a reading of A 
Subaltern’s Love Song, one of Betjeman’s 
best known works which blends his 



charm and nostalgia for a Victorian way 
of life. 


Edward said: “He is both a young man’s 
poet and an old man’s poet and his work 
is completely accessible. He has the 
human touch. He is so perceptive about 
life. 

“He sees the truth in something and in 
a single line he can make it completely 
comprehensible. His insights can make an 
audience sense that they are connecting 
with a feeling that might have long lain 
dormant somewhere in their 
subconscious. 


“He was a great satirist, conjuring up 
the kind of people we’ve all met in just a 
couple of lines.” 

Edward does not have a favourite 
Betjeman poem but has a fondness for 
Slough, an extract of which was 
memorably read by David Brent in The 
Office. 

He added: “He wanted to be a poet from 
a very early age and Betjeman regarded 
the writing of poetry as a duty and as a 
service. 

“He was popular with the public but not 
with the world of academe who were 
rather snobbish about him and he had 
enormous periods of depression when he 
doubted the worth of his poetry. 

“He saw himself as a sieve, sorting out 
words and ideas so that people could 
understand. He was quick-minded, witty 
and very human and he generally wrote 
about the more positive aspects of life. 

“Working on this play, I’ve been both 
stimulated and invigorated by the man 
and I hope that audiences will feel the 
same.”

octor Strange, the 
latest tumble down the 
rabbit hole of the 
Marvel Comics 
universe, is a trip - a 
hallucinogenic, kaleidoscopic 
trip of mind-bending special 
effects that left me with a 
pounding headache. 

City streets and landmarks 
fold in on themselves, rotate and 
collapse on multiple axes, rather 
like Christopher Nolan’s 
Inception or one of MC Escher’s 
disorienting illustrations, only 
with eye-popping fury in 3D and 
IMAX 3D. 

As a masterclass in dizzying 
digital wizardry, director Scott 
Derrickson’s film delivers all of 
the spectacle we have come to 
expect from a big-budget 
blockbuster infused with the 
creative DNA of the Avengers, 
Captain America and Guardians 
Of The Galaxy. 

The snarkiness and 
self-deprecation that 
distinguished those pictures is 
in evidence in Derrickson’s 
fleet-footed script, co-written by 
C Robert Cargill, including one 
scene where the titular medic 
meets a po-faced librarian called 


Wong and quips, “Just Wong? 
Like... Adele?” to uncomfortable 
silence. 

Doctor Strange might be able 
to train his mind to override the 
rigid laws of physics, but no 
amount of study can refine or 
polish his blunt force humour. 

Stephen Strange (Benedict 
Cumberbatch) is a brilliant and 
arrogant neurosurgeon, with a 
minimalist Manhattan 
apartment and an off-limits 
romance with fellow medic, 
Christine Palmer (Rachel 
McAdams). 

Years of meticulous study are 
jeopardised when Strange 
foolishly takes a telephone call 
in his speeding silver 
Lamborghini. 

ENLIGHTENMENT 

Medical colleagues save his 
life, but not his career, surgically 
refashioning his trembling 
hands with 11 metal pins. 

Cast adrift from the world of 
science, Strange heads to 
Kathmandu in search of 
spiritual enlightenment in the 
company of an enigmatic Celtic 
shaman called The Ancient One 
(Tilda Swinton), who harnesses 
energy to shape reality. 

Two of her Masters, Karl 
Mordo (Chiwetel Ejiofor) and 
Wong (Benedict Wong), take 
Strange under their wing and 
spearhead his training so he can 
travel long distances with a 
swish of his hand. 

“Forget everything you think 
you know,” Mordo counsels 
Strange. 


As his confidence grows, 
Strange learns about a former 
Master, Kaecilius (Mads 
Mikkelsen), who strayed from 
the path of righteousness and 
uses his powers for evil. 

When Kaecilius threatens 
Strange’s old life, including the 
beautiful Christine, the medic 
puts his training into practice to 
save everything he holds dear. 

Aside from the trippy effects, 
which left me wishing I could 
turn back time like the title 
character and pre-medicate, 
Doctor Strange is a satisfying 
opening salvo. 

Cumberbatch digs deep 
beneath the bruised skin of his 
character’s overinflated ego, 
verbalising the inner turmoil of 
a self-anointed god, who learns 
that he is flawed and not entirely 
the master of his own destiny. 

McAdams is squandered in an 
undernourished role as the 
token love interest, but Swinton 
imposes herself on scenes so 
there is at least one strong 
female presence to undercut the 
raging testosterone. 

Two additional vignettes, 
woven into the end credits, hint 
at future plot strands and tease 
one Marvel Comics spin-off in 
the pipeline. 

“Doctor Strange will return” 
promises a final caption - a 
repeat prescription to raise the 
spirits.

Don't waste your pumpkins 


Everyone set to carve their Jack-O'-lanterns this Halloween? It's always a 
messy business and such a shame to bin all that lovely scooped out 
pumpkin flesh - we've got some scrummy ideas to put it to good use... 



Pumpkin risotto 

SERVES FOUR 
Ingredients 

25g of butter 
1 tablespoon of olive oil 
150g pumpkin or butternut 
squash 

Approximately 1/2 litre stock 
(chicken or vegetable) 

1 tablespoon of olive oil 

1 onion, finely chopped 

2 cloves of garlic, finely chopped 
A few sprigs of thyme 

200g risotto rice 
125ml of dry white wine 
40g butter 

60g freshly grated Parmesan 
cheese 

Method 

Dice your pumpkin into 1cm 
squares. Keep all the trimmings. 
Roast the squares with butter 
and olive oil in a hot oven, 220C, 
until they start to colour. 

Simmer your trimmings in the 
stock until they fall apart, it gives 
a nice colour to your risotto. 
Saute onions, garlic and thyme in 
olive oil until onions are clear. 

Add rice and stir until rice turn 


translucent. Don’t worry if the rice 
turns slightly brown in places. 

Add wine and stir until absorbed. 
Now add a ladle of hot stock and 
stir until absorbed. Carry on this 
way until all the stock is 
absorbed or the rice has a very 
slight crunch to it. 

Season and stir in the last butter, 
parmesan and pumpkin cubes. 
Serve and enjoy. 

Halloween pumpkin 
cupcakes 

SERVES 12 

Prep time: 15 minutes 
Cooking time: 25 minutes 

Ingredients 

175g (6 oz) Stork tub 
175g (6 oz) golden caster sugar 
300g (11 oz) self-raising flour, 
sieved 

3 medium eggs 
5 tablespoons milk 
y 2 teaspoon baking powder 
lOOg cooked pumpkin or 
butternut squash, mashed 
50g chocolate and hazelnut 
spread 

Zest of 1 orange 


Topping 

115g icing sugar 

A little orange juice 

55g (2 oz) plain chocolate, melted 

or use chocolate and hazelnut 

spread 

Liquorice sweets and laces to 
decorate 

Method 

Place 12 muffin cases into a 
muffin tray. 

Place the first six ingredients into 
a bowl, and beat with a wooden 
spoon until the mixture is 
smooth. 

Stir in pumpkin mash and orange 
zest and divide half the mixture 
evenly between the paper cases, 
add a half teaspoon chocolate 
spread and then top with 
remaining mix. 

Bake in a pre-heated oven for 
20-25 minutes oven 200C, 180C 
(fan assisted), Gas mark 6 for 
20-25 minutes. 

Add a little orange juice to the 
icing sugar until thick and spread 
over the muffins. Pipe the melted 
chocolate in four circles over the 
top and then drag a skewer 
through to give the cobweb 
effect. Place the sweets and 
laces on top to look like a spider 


Lemony pork 
meatballs, Tenderstem 
and roast pumpkin 

SERVES 4 

Prep time: 15 minutes 
Cooking time: 40 minutes to bake 

Ingredients 

750g pork mince 
lOOg fresh breadcrumbs 

1 small onion, finely chopped 

2 cloves garlic, crushed 
Zest of 1 large lemon (reserve 
juice for squeezing over at the 
end of cooking) 

A pinch of dried thyme 
A pinch of dried oregano 
1 large egg 

Salt and freshly ground black 
pepper 

800g of pumpkin 

1 bulb garlic, broken into cloves 

but left unpeeled 

4 tbsp olive oil 

500g cherry tomatoes 

400g (or 2 packs) Tenderstem, 

each stem cut into 2 

To serve: 

Juice of 1 lemon, a small bunch 
of flatleaf parsley, chopped 
warm ciabatta bread and grated 
parmesan cheese (optional) 

Method 

For the meatballs, mix the pork 
with the breadcrumbs, onion, 
garlic, lemon zest, herbs and egg. 


Reserve the lemon juice for 
squeezing over once cooking has 
finished. Season with salt and 
pepper. Roll the mixture into 
walnut-sized balls, setting aside 
on a large plate as you go. 
Preheat the oven to 220C / 200C 
fan/gas 6. 

Cut the pumpkin up into 3-4cm 
chunks - leaving the skin on for 
easier preparation and a great 
chewy texture - and spread it out 
into a large roasting tray. Tuck in 
the cloves of garlic and drizzle 
over most of the oil, and season 
with a little salt and pepper. 

Roast in the hot oven for 15 
minutes. 

Remove the pan from the oven, 


add the tomatoes and give them 
a good mix with the pumpkin, 
then spread out the meatballs 
over the top. Return to the oven 
for 15 minutes. 

Blanch the Tenderstem in boiling 
water for two minutes before 
draining well. Add to the roasting 
pan, stirring to mix and return to 
the oven for ten minutes. 
Squeeze over the lemon juice 
and scatter with the parsley and 
parmesan (if using) before taking 
to the table in the tray. Serve with 
plenty of crusty ciabatta to mop 
up the juices.

Ford Fiesta Zetec S Red

HICHEVER way 
you look at it, red 
and black make for 
a sexy combination. 
Take a set of 

17-inch, eight-spoke gloss finish 
Panther Black wheels and attach 
them to a shiny Race Red 
bodyshell with pitch black 
painted roof. 

In the case of a pair of special 
editions from Ford - the Fiesta 
Red and Fiesta Black - the two 
colours work a treat. 

But it’s not just about the 
visuals because these two Zetec S 
versions of Britain’s favourite 
supermini also deliver a hefty 
punch. 

In fact they boast more wallop 
per litre than a Bugatti Veyron 
as they are powered by a 140ps 
version of Ford’s multi 
award-winning EcoBoost petrol 
engine. 

This unit actually has more 
than twice the power on a 
litre-for-litre basis than its 
predecessor - the 1.6-litre lOOps 
engine that powered the Fiesta S 
a dozen years ago. 

Acceleration from 0-62mph is 
nine seconds, top speed is 
125mph and there’s the potential 
to return a combined fuel figure 
of 62.8mpg and C02 emissions of 
104g/km. 


Impressive stuff for a car that 
has among the best dynamics in 
the business and the common 
sense design and simple 
driveability that has 
consolidated its place on top of 
the UK sales charts. 

And that driving experience is 
enhanced thanks to revised gear 
ratios for the five-speed manual 
transmission and a sports 
suspension set-up. 

The result is a car that’s a 
pleasure to drive - and also be 
seen in. 

The tested Zetec S Red model 
may not look quite so 
provocative as its Black 
stablemate but for me it has 
much greater allure. 

Its stand-out touches are 
everywhere, from the grille 
surrounds, bumper aerofoil and 


mirror caps in contrasting 
colours, to the sports bumpers, 
side skirts and rear roof spoiler. 

You also get a black leather 
sports steering wheel and gear 
lever gaiter with red stitching, 
black floor mats with red 
stitching and charcoal black 
sport seats, also with the 
contrast stitching. 

The list of standard kit on the 
Fiesta Red - including sports 
pedals, LED daytime running 
lights and of course those gloss 
black wheels - is comprehensive. 

Worth special mention though 
are technologies like the Ford 
SYNC voice-activated 
connectivity set-up and MyKey, 
which enables parents to place 
certain restrictions on young 
drivers to promote safer driving.

Chapman celebrates 300th game as Hawks boss

DANNY CHAPMAN admitted he 
had no idea last Saturday’s game 
with Kingstonian was his 300th in 
charge of Harlow Town, but was 
full of pride when he found out 
after the 1-0 win. 

The 43-year-old took over the 
reins from Kevin Warren in 2011 
and is now the third longest 
serving manager in the Hawks’ 
history, behind Ian Wolstenholm 
with 317 games and Dave 
Edwards, who oversaw 477. 

He’s overseen points deduc¬ 
tions, play-off heartbreak, FA Cup 
runs and ultimately play-off joy 
last season and admitted he’d like 
another 300 games in charge of the 
club. 

“Why would you want to go 
anywhere else?” remarked Chap¬ 
man. 

“I’ve been around the club for a 
long time, I want what’s best for 
the football club and for the town, 
it’s going from strength to 
strength all the time. 


“I actually wasn’t aware until 
somebody told me after the game, 
but it’s a lovely milestone to get 
and I’m proud to be here for 300 
games, hopefully I can go for 
another 300.” 

He spoke of the many mem¬ 
orable moments he’s had over the 
last five years, but a few stuck out 
more than most. 

The play-off final victory over 
AFC Hornchurch in May, played 
in front of 1650 people, was unsur¬ 
prisingly Chapman’s high point 
from his time at the helm. 

Highlight 

“The highlight has to be the 
game we got promoted, because 
that’s what we aimed for. 

“We were working to get out of 
the league and when it happened 
it was a really special day. 

“Another big highlight was 
beating Bath City away in the FA 
Cup last year, that was a really big 
night and we were excellent. 

“There have been a few good 
highlights to be fair, but the other 
one you’d look at it is when we 
beat relegation a few years ago.” 


Harlow were deducted ten 
points after an administrative 
error during the 2012-13 season, 
eventually finishing just one 
place above the relegation zone. 

“To be deducted ten points 
meant it was a really tough year 
and a tough time for the club as a 
whole. 

“Nobody wants to fight releg¬ 
ation, but with what we had at the 
club that was a real achievement 
to stay up.” 

As well as running the first 
team, Chapman was appointed 
director of football in April 2015 
and he’s seen Harlow’s youth 
academy thrive ever since. 

He revealed the club are look¬ 
ing at securing another site to 
allow it to grow even further. 

“The youth academy is also 
going from strength to strength 
and we’ve hit full capacity now,” 
Chapman added. 

“We want to grow again and 
grow further. 

“That means we might need 
another new venue and we need to 
sit down with the right people and 
discuss that. 


“We want to offer football to 
kids from Harlow and other towns 
around the area, but we don’t 
want to just develop them as foot¬ 
ballers, we want them to be good 
human beings as well. 

“I’ve got a waiting list of more 
than 50 kids who want to join the 
youth academy and we’ve got the 
U21 side now as well. 

“The ladies have a first team, a 
reserve side and an U18 team now 
which is fantastic, it really is 
growing and we want to continue 
that.” 

Chapman and the club continue 
to be ambitious, not wanting to 
settle with what they’ve got, but 
he says ensuring the club is sus¬ 
tainable is always the main aim. 

“Whatever people might say 
about us, we’re not a club that 
pays massive money. 

“We try to get value for money 
in everyone we sign. 

“We’re not happy to just be a 
Ryman Premier club. 

“We want to push on and be 
successful but that has to be in a 
sustainable manner for the 
club.”
